Sept. 30.— One 
of the profitable, sm aller crops of 
Kansas is the broom corn trop now 
being harvested in the southw estern 
part of the state. The crop is also 
grown in many other parts of the 
state and Oklahoma also is a pro­ 
ducer of much broom 
corn. 
The current crop report issued by 
S. D. Flora, federal m etereologist for 
j Kansas, states that “ pulling broom 
icorn” is more than tw o-thirds finish­ 
ed in the southw estern couniies. A 
fairly good crop was harvested, its 
value 
being 
estim ated 
at 
around 
$2,000,000. Last year the state pro­ 
duced 18.582,438 pounds of 
broom 
corn, having a total value of $1,791,- 
957. As indicated by its name, it is 
on this product that the housewife 
depends for her household necessity 
— the broom. And despite the pop­ 
ularity of the more modern compet­ 
itors of the broom as a household 
utiliey—carpet sweepers and vacuum 
sweepers— the dem and for the broom 
corn product has very noticeably in­ 
creased in the last few years and 
high prices both for the raw and fin­ 
ished product have prevailed.

Oct. 15.— Crea­ 
tion of a competent statistical sys­ 
tem to furnish accurate inform ation 
on the cotton industry of the world 
was urged here today by O. P. Aus­ 
tin, statistician of the National City 
Bank of New Y’ork, in an address 
before the W orld Cotton Conference. 
W hile $20,000,000,600 of invested 
capita! is represented in the world 
crop of cotton, yet Mr. Austin de­ 
clared 
only 
fragm entary inform a­ 
tion is obtainable of this enormous 
industry. Though cotton is becom­ 
ing increasingly more im portant in 
wrorld economics, 
production 
and 
consumption today being twice as 
great as in 1900 and nearly thirty 
times as much as in 1800, still the 
valuable inform ation on the crop 
comes from individuals in all parts 
of the world, in conflicting term s 
and lacking in basic sources of in­ 
formation. 
Despite ‘ recent 
improvements, 
government statistics are far from 
satisfactory, Mr. Austin claimed, as 
the United States in common with 
Great 
Britain 
state 
their 
cotton 
and im ports of cotton goods in yards 
and values while the reports of con­ 
tinental 
Europe show the w eight 
alone. Bales of raw cotton in the 
different countries represent various 
weights from IOO pounds up to 750 
pounds. 
In order that the cotton reports 
of the world may he supplied with 
accuracy and promptness, an inter­ 
national organization with branches 
throughout the world should be es­ 
tablished. 
Mr. Austin 
continued. 
Conducted by competent men, such 
an organization, by the use of th e 
telegraphs and cables, could issue 
statem ents periodically covering the 
world crop at every step from the] 
planting until the finished product , 
is in the hands of the consumer,

Thus the reports of the various

In his address on 
new sources of cotton production, 
Mr. Heard gave the history of Ameri- 
can-Egypt tan cotton in the Salt River 
Valley, Arizona. 
In no section of the globe does 
i he sun shine more regularly than 
in Salt River Valley except in Egypt. 
he said, and in 1902 it was found 
by analysis that the Arizona land 
was almost identical with the soil of 
the delta lands of Egypt. By gov­ 
ernment experiments the Anierican- 
Egyptian cotton known as Pima was 
developed which last year produced 
a yield of 34,300 bales in the Salt 
River Valley.

i of the profitable,' smaller crops of 
Kansas is the broom corn crop now 
being harvested in the southwestern 
part of the state. The crop is also 
grown in many other parts of the 
state and Oklahoma also is a pro- 
ducer of much broom corn. 


The current crop report issued by 


S. D. Flora, federal metereologist for 
Kansas, states that "pulling broom 
corn" is more than two-thirds finish- 
ed in th>; southwestern counties. A 
fairly ^'ood crop was harvested, its 
value being estimated at around 
$2,000,000. Last year the state pro- 
duced 18,-")82,438 pounds of 
broom 


corn, having a total value of $1.791,- 
!)57 \s indicated by its name, it is
